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*_*.I alfo lay it down as one of the firft 
principles from whence | intend to deduce 
the civil rights of the Britifh colonies, that all 
of them are fubje€t to, and dependent on 
Great Britain ; and that therefore as over fu- 
bordinate governments, the parliament of 
Gzeeat- Britain has undoubted power and lawfu! 
authority to make acts for the general good, 
that by naming them, fhall and ought to be 
equally binding, as upon the fubjects of Great- 
Britain within the realm. This principle, I 
prefume will be resdily granted on the other 
fide the atlantic. Ic has been practiced upon 
for twenty yeers to my kaowledge, in the 
province of Afa/‘uchufetts Bay; anal have 
ever received it, that it has been fo from the 
beginuing, in this aad the fitter provinces, 
thro’ the continent. 

{ am aware, fome wil! chink it is time for 
me toretreat, after having exprefled the power 
ot the Britih parliament in quite fo {trong 
terms. But ‘tis from and under this very 
power and its adits, and from the common law, 
tnat the polincal and civil rights of the Colo- 
nilts are derived : and upon thole grand pil- 
lars of Inberty fhall my defence be refted. Ac 
prefent sierefore, the reader aay fuppofe that 
tere ts not one provincial charter on the €6n- 
tinent; he may, if he pleafes, imagine all taken 
wway, without fault, without forteiture, with- 
cut tral or notice. Ail thts really happened to 
fume of them in the laft century. I would 
have the reader carry his umagination fill tur- 
ther, and fuppofe a time may come, when 
inftead of a procefs atcommon law, the parlia- 
ment fhall give a decifive blow to every charter 
i America, and declare them all void. Nay 
it fhall alfo be granted, that ‘tis varely poflible, 
the time may come, when the real interelt cf 
the whole may require an aé of parliament to 
annihilate all thofe charters. What could 
follow fro n all this, that would fhake one of 
the cffential, natural, civil or religious rights 


of the Colonitts? Nothing. They would be . 


men, citizens and britith fubjects after all. No 
act of parliament can deprive them of the li- 
berties. of fuch, unlefs any will contend that 
an act of parliament can make flaves not only 
of one, but of two millions of the common 
wealth. And if fo, why not of the whole? 
] freely own, that I can find nothing in the laws 
of my couvtry, that would juflify the parlia- 
ment in making one flave, nor did they ever 
profefled!y undertake to make onc. 


Two or three innocent colony charters have 
been threatened with deftruétion an bundred 
and forty years paft. I with the prefent ene- 
mics of thofe harmlefs charters would reflc& a 
moment, and be convinced that an act of 
parliament that fhould demolith thofe bugbears 
to the foes of Jiberty, would not reduce the 
Colonifts to a ftate of abfelute flavery. ‘The 
worft enemies of the charter governments ere 
by no means to be found in England. ‘Tis 
a piece of juftice due to Great-Britain to own, 
they are and have ever been natives of, or rcii- 
dents :n the colonies. A fetof menin Ame- 
rica, without honour or love to their country, 
have becn lang grafping at powers, which they 
think unzttainable wiile thefe charters ftand in 
the way. But they will meet with infusmoun- 
table odftacles to their project for enflaving 
the Briti‘h co'cnies, fhould thofe, arifing from 
provincial charters be removed. It would 
indeed be very hard and {cvere, for thole of 
the Colonifts, who have charters with pecu- 
har privileges, to loofe them ; they were given 
to their ancefters in confideration of their fut- 
terings and merit, in vifcovering and fetthng 
America. Our iore fathers were foon worn 
away inthe toils of hard labour on their little 
plantations, and m war with the Savages. 
They thought they were carning a fure 
inheritance further pofterity. Could they 
imagine it would cver be tho’t juft to deprive 
them or theys of theis chartcr privileges ? 
Should this ever be the cafe, there are, thank 
God, natural, inherent and infeperable rights 
as men, and as citizens, that would remain 
after the fo much withed for cataftrophe, and 
which, whatever became of charters, can 
never be abolithed de jure, if de faéto, till the 
general conflagration. Our rights as men and 
free born Britith fubjects, give all the Colonifts 
enough to make them very happy in compa- 
rifon of any other in the world. 

Every Britifh fubje& born on the continent 
of America, or in any other of the Britith 
dominions, is by the law of God and nature, 
by the common law, is by the aét of parlia- 
ment, (exclufive of all charters from she 
Crown) entitled to all the natural, effential, 
inherent and infeparable rights of our fellow 
fubjects in Great-Britain. Among thofe 
rights are the following, which it is humbly 
conceived no man or body of men, not exe 
cepting the parliament, juftly, equitably and 
confiftently with their own rights and the con- 
flitution, can take away. 








rft. That the fapreme and fubordinate 
powers of Legiflation foould be free and facred 
in the bands where the community bave once 
rightfully placed them, 

adiy. The fupreme national legiflative can- 
mot be altered juftly, ‘till the commonwealth 
is diffolued, nor a foierdinate legiflativs taken 
away without forfeiture or ether good cauje. 
Nor thea can the fubdjeéts in the fubordinate 
government be reduced to a ftate of flavery, 
and fubje&t to the defpotic rule of others. A 
ftate has no right to make flaves of the con- 
quered. Even when the fubordinate right ef 
legiflature is forfewted, and fo deelared, this 
cannot affect the natura] perfons cither of thofe 
who were inveited with it, or the inhabitants, 
fo fag as to deprive them of the rights of fub- 
jects and of men—The Coliaiits will have an 
equitable right ee any fuch for- 
feiture of charter, to be repreiented in parlia- 
ment, or io have fome new fubordinate legif 
lature among themfelves. It would be beft if 
they had both. Deprived however of their 
common rights as fubjects, they cannot law- 
fuily be, while they remaimfuch. A- repre- 
fentation in parliament from the feveral 
Colonies, fince they are become fo large and 
nunerous, as to be called on aot only to main- 
tain provincial government, civil and military 
among themfclyes, forshis they have chearful- 
ly done, but to contribute towards the fupport 


of a national. ftanding army, by reafon of the 


heavy national debt, when they themfecivis 
owe a large one, contracted in the common 
esufe, can’t be tho’t an unreafonable thing, 
nor if afked, could it be calied an immodett 
requeft. Qui fentit commidum fentire debet et 
onus, has been tho’t a maxim of equity. But 
that aman fhould bear a burthen for other 
people, as well as himfclf, without a return, 
never long found a place in any law-book or 
decrees, but thofe of the moft defptic princes. 
Befides the equity of an American reprefenta- 
tion in parliament, a thoufand acvantages 
would refult from it. It would be the moft 
effe&tual means of giving thofe of both coun- 
tries a thorough knowledge of each others in- 
terefts ; as well as that of the who'e, which 
are infeparable. 

Were this reprefentation allowed ; inftead 
of the fcandslous memorials and depolitic-ns 
that have been fometimes, in days of o!', 
privately cooked up in an enquifiturial manner, 
by perfons of bad miads and wicked views, 
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and fent from America to the feveral boards, 
perfons of the firft reputation among their 
countrymen, might be on the fpot, from the 
feveral colonies, truly to reprefent them. 
Future minifters need not, like fome of their 
predeceffors, have recourfe for informatidn in 
American affairs, to every vagabond ftroller, 
that has run or rid poft thro’ America, from 
his creditors, or to people of no kind of repu- 
tation from the colomes ; fome of whom, 
at the time of adminiftring their fage advice, 
bave been as ignorant of the ftate of this coun- 
try, asof the regions in Jupiter and Saturn. 

No reprefentation of the Colonies in parlia- 
ment alone, would however be equivalent to 
a fubordinate legiflative among themfelves ; 
nor fo well anfwer the ends of increafing their 
profperity and the commerce of Great Britain. 
It would be impoffible for the parliament to 
judge fo well, of their abilities to bear taxes, 
impofitions on trade, and other duties and 
burthens, or of the local laws that might be 
really needful, as a legiflative here.

Thefe are the fitft principies of law and 
juftice, andthe great barriers of a free ftate, 
and of the Britith conftitution in particuler, I 
afk, | want no morce—Now let it be thewn 
how ’tis reconcileable with thefe principles or 
to many other fundamental maxims of the 
Britith. couflitution, as well as the matural and 
civil 
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civil rights, which by the laws of their coun- 
try, ali Britih Subjects are intitled to, as their 
beit inheritance and birth-right, that all the 
northern colonies, who are without one repre- 
fentative in the houle of Commons, fhould be 
taxed by the Britifh parliament. 

That the colonifts, black and white, born 
here, are free born Subjects, and entitled to all 
the eflential civil rights of fuch, is a truth not 
only manifett from the provincial charters,

Now can there be anv i:bertv, where Bro- 
yerty is taken away without confens? Can it 
Wich any c>.our ol truth, juttice or equity, be 
ofirmed, that the northern coloni.s are repres 
fented in parliament ? Has thts whole contincat 
of near tirce thoufand miles in leogth, and 
in which and his other American dominions, 
his Majeity has, or very ioon will have, fome 
millions of as good, loyal and uleful fubjects, 
white and black, as any in the three king- 
doms, the election of ove mea~ber of the houte 
of commons ? 

Isthere the leat difference, as to the con- 
fent of the Colonitis, whether taxes and im- 
pofitions are laid on their trade, and other pro- 
perty, by the crown alone, or by the parlia- 
ment. As it is agreed on all hands, the Crown 
alone cannot impofe them, we fhould be jufti- 
fiable, in refufing to pay them, but muff and 
oughtto yleld obedience to an aét of parlia- 
ment, tho’ erroneous, “till repealed. 

Ican fee no reafon to doubt, but that the 
impofition of taxes, whether on trade, or on 
jand, or houles, er fhips, on real or perfonal, 
Sxed or floating property, in the colonics, is 


abfolutely irreconcileable with the rights of th 
Colonilts, as Britith fubjects, and as men. | 
fay men, for in a ftate of nature, no man’ can 
take my property from me, without my con- 
fent: If he does, he ives me of my liverty, 
and makes mea flave. If tuch a proceeding 
is a breach of the law of mature, no law of {o- 
ciety can make it juft—The very act of tax- 
ing, exercifed over thofe who are not repre- 
fented, appears to me to be depriving them of 
one of their moft effential rights, as freemen ; 
and if continued, feems to be in effet an entire 
cisfranchifement of every cwil right. For 
what one civil right % woetharuth, a 
man's property uw fubject to be taken (roams hia 
at plesfure, wahour bis confeat. Ii a man 
is not his ew affes/er in perfon, or by deputy, 
his liberty is gome, or lays eutirely at the mer- 
cy of others. : 

I think [| hawe heard it faid, that when the 
Dutch are alked wii they enflave their cx. 
nies, their anfwer is, thet the hberty of Duteh 
men is confined to Holland; and cost it was 
mover intended tor Provincials in Amuries, or 
any where cile. A fentiment this, very wor- 
thy Dutchmen; buttf their brave and worthy 
anceftors had entertained tuch narrow ideas of 
Lucrty, feven poor and diitreiled provinces 
would never have aiferted their rizhts acaintt 
the whole Span: monarchy, of which the 
prefent is butaibucow. It isto be hoped none 
of our fellow fubjects ot Britain, great or fmall, 
have burrowed Lis Dutch maxim of plantation 
politics; ifthey have, they had better retura 
it from whence i came; indeed they had. 
Modern Dutch or French maxims of fate, 
pever will fuit with a Brititk, conRitution. It 
isa maxim, that the King can do no wrong ; 
andevery good (ubjcét is bound to believe his 
King is not inclined todo any. We are blef- 
fed with a prince who has given abundant de- 
monftrations, that in all his aétions, he fudies 
the good of his people, and the true glory of 
his crown, which are infeparable. It would 
therefore be the higheft degree of impudence 
and diflovalty to imagine that the King, at the 
head of his parliament, could have any, but 
the moft pure and perfect intentions of juftice, 
goodne/s and truth, that human nature ts capa- 
ble of. All this 1 fay and believe of the King 
and parliament, in al! their aéts ; even in that 
which fo nearly affects the intereft of the colo- 
nifts ; and that a moft perfect and ready obe- 
dience is to be yielded to it, while it remains 

in 
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in force. I will go further, and readily admit, 
that the intention of the miniftry wes not on- 
ly to promote the public good, by this act; 
but that Mr. Chancellor of the Exch requer had 
therein a particular view to the ** calc, the 
quiet, and the good-will of the Colonics,” he 
h aving mz ide this declaration more than once.
